BULLETIN ISSUED BY THE PROVIN- 
CIAL GOVERNMENT. 


Am Enormens Vield of Apples Eeperte4— 


The Ontario Bureau of Industries has 
iseued ite sixtieth bulletin, containing 
the final estimate of the yield of crope 
for the year 1696. The yields are bas 
ed um actual threshing retarna report- 
ed to the Bureau of Industries by over 
2,000 correspondents. The statistics giv- 
en in the previous bulletin, of August 
13th, with the exception of those for 
bay, were estimated probable yields. 
The bulistin is as follows :—

Barley—There was .a good yield of 
barley, but frequent showers at har- 
vest discolored much of the crop.

In var- 
ious portions of the Province oats suf- 
fered seriously from the attacks of the 


“jarmy worm. The rainy weather at cut- 


ting was also injurious to late sown 
oats. Rust and smut were more pre- 
valent than usual, and much of the 
grain has turned out light in weight, 
although in some sections the crop 
may be termed first-class in every re- 
spect. Comparatively littl rye is grown 
for the grain. There has been an aver- 
age yield and the grain samples well, 
while the area has been inareased.

THE ROOT CROP. 

In many quarters the crop of pota- 
toes was affected by drouth at the time 
of planting, but a large number of cor- 
respondents say that potatoes have 
pe pen well and are of good quality. 

t was common on fow-ting Manes. 
more particularly in some of the Lake 
Erie counties. in the Georgian Bay 
group the potato is spoken of as an 
excellent one. 

Dry weather at the time of sowing 
prevented much of the turnip seed from 
germinating and the attacks of the 
grasshopper further thinned the plant 
on many fields. While some correspon- 
dents speak of a good yield the ma- 
jerity of the reports are not so fav- 
orable. The turnips are said to be 
staailer in size than usual owing to the 
drouth. These and other roots have 
been well secured. Carrespondents who 
grow mangels speak well of the arop, 
and none of the other field roots have 
done as well.

size. Eight years ago, about the time 
the Diamond Trust was formed, eight 


men had leased a diamond mine near | 


Kimberley. On the day the lease ter- 


minated an English nobleman visited | 


the mine. In order to show him how 
blasts were made the workmen were 
ordered to prepare to blow a corner off 
the gigantic body of rock in which the 
diamonds were thought to be imbedded. 

Work had practically been stopped, 
and the syndicate was ready to turn 
the mine over to its successors, when 
the final blast was prepared as an ex- 
hibition to please the English visitor.

Experts have pronouno- 
ed the Tonquin coal bed practically in- 
exhaustive. The manufactured coal is 
ages o new to American markets. It 
is made by the Chinese natives from 
coal dust. The dust is mixed up with 
a pitchy substance and compressed in- 
to egg-shaped Sumps. The inflammable 
cement adds combustion, and the coal 
makes avery bot and a very clean 
fire. The imported cosa! is said to be 
of the finest quality, fully equal to the 
best American or British coals, while 
it can be so'd profitably at a rice 
much below the standard rates.

- PRACTICAL FARMING. 


EARLY PLOWING. 


We always make it a point te plow 
ae early as posible for all cropa—for 
spring, crops aa soon as the froet ix 
but of the grownd and it ia dry enough. 
writes O. J. Vine, in Obio Farmer. le 
our well-tiled fields we can begin very 
early. We frequently have oar fields 
balf plowed or more before the neigh- 
bors begin. Last spring we commnenc- 
ed plowing a clover sod for enadage 
corn on Marth 10. After plowing sev- 
eral days, # severe blizzard elopped us. 
The high winds blew the enow all from 
the highest paris, and the ould follow- 
ing froze so deeply that we were unable 
to plow again until Mareh 81. The 
part. plowed firet was quite compact, 


i Just as | desired the remainder to be 


before preparation for planting begins. 
The freezing will make it more friable 
and we can get it im good shape for 
planting with much leas labor than if 
the plowing bad been delayed until just 
before planting, as many farmers, ad- 
vocate and practice. By being plowed 
early, the rain will setile and compact 
}it and it will withstand drouth belter, 
and the teams can get over it much 
jeasier, Plowed thus early it will usu- 
ally be euffimently firmed without the 
use of Lhe roller, which will save us sev- 
eral days’ extra work during the busy 
season. By beginning early we can take 
our leisure and need not crowd the 
teains—a fact which we as well as the 
‘teas appreciate. Lt ia aleo cooler early 
than it is likely to be about the lat 
| ak May, and the teams oan do the work 
easier than later. 

Another advantage in early plowing 
lies in the fact that by the time that 
ipreparation for panting begins, thou- 
sands of weeds will have germinated

Every day,.at as nearly the same 
bour as you can manage, water these 
household pets. They will be grate- 
ful for the regularity and unfailingly 

bath. That 
is, with & sponge and clear tepid water 
gently pass over the leaves. Use 
many basins of water for this and 
asfar as you can protect them, don't 
let a cold draught strike through their 
oliage. 

A sudden chill often blasts an other- 
wise rty plant and just as import- 
ant is it to protect them from super- 
fiuous dust.

SLAVES OF CEYLON TEA TRADE, 


Sad Life of (he People on the Big Planta+ 
tlens—Always in Debt. 


A great deal of bard and ill-paid 
work goes to the producing and pre- 
paration of tea for the market.  Ed- 
ward Carpenter says that the osoolies 
of Ceylon are unfortunate. They go 
over In gangs from the mainland of 
India—men, women and children. An 
agent is sent to conduct them to their 
destination, and on their arrival at 
the tea estate each one finds himself 
several rupees in debt for the expense 
of the transit. : 

Their average amount of wages is 
about 12 cents a day; but each man 
is set a certain task, and if it is not 
completed he receives only half pay, so 


that if he is slow, or lazy, or. ill,.he 
May expect but six cents daily. Under 
these clroumstances the debt keeps on 
increasing, for the estate is far in the 
country, away from any town or vil- 
lage, and the tea company consequent- 
dy sells rice and the other necessaries 
of life to its own coolies. They can- 
not buy elsewhere. 

“Oh, but they like to be in debt!” 
said @ young planter. “They think 
they are not doing the best possible 
thing for themselves unless they owe 
as much as the company will allow.” 
That planter was very young, and per- 
haps he did not realize the force of 
what he was saying; but in any case 
what a suggestion of despair! at the 
end of the week the soolie does not 
receive any money; his debt is simply 
ticked down a little deeper. If he runs 
away to a neighbouring estate he is 
soon sent back in irons.

GLASS TO KEEP ROOMS COOL. 

An Austrian inventor, Richard Szig- 
taondy, is said to have made a new kind 
of window-glass whose chief peculiar- 
ity is that it prevents the passage of 
about mine-tenths of the heat of the 
sun's rays. It is well known that or- 
dinary window-lass allows nearly all 
of the heat derived from the sun to 
pass through, but on the other hand 
intercepts nearly all heat coming from 
Bon-luminous sources, such as a stove, 
or the beated ground. This is the rea- 
som why heat accumulates under the 
giass roof of a hothouse. If covered 
with Szigmondy’s glass a hothouse 
would become most decidedly a cold 
house, since the heat could not get in- 
to it.

There are few things more annoying | 
to even phenomenally patient mertals | 
thar the discovery that their flannels 


are growing iwautifully leas with each 
succestive visit to the laundry This 
tendency to shrinkage on the part of 


flannels has been a boon to the funny 
men on the comic, papers, but to oth- |

Many housekeepers otherwise experi- | 
enced and careful, have very vague ) 
ideasas tothe necessity of varying pro- | 
cesses for the cleansing of different fa- 
brica, Perhaps, then, #ays a writer on | 
this snbjecct in Harper's Bazar, a lit- | 
tle conference together on the texture | 
and unregenerate tendencies of woolens 
may show the reasons for certain rules 
that should always be observed in the 
washing of flannela if you would have 
them keep their Original color, size, 
and softness, 

if you should examine the fiber of 
wool through a microscope, you would 
discover a series of tiny\ irregular 
sheaths with serrated edges, all run- 
Bing in the same direction. With the 
application heat these microscopic 
sheaths expand and reach over one an- 
other; but with an exposure to a lower 
change of temperature they hurriedly 
contract, catching and knotting and 
pulling each other, producing the ef- 
fect known as “fulling.” Twisting, 
wringing, or rubbing flannel vigorously 
also tends to entangle the little scales, 
and to give to the article an unplea- | 
antly diversified surface. 

In the first piace, shake the dust 
thoroughly from each article btetore 
washing—and you will Le amazed, by 
the way, at the capabilities of one 
sinmall garment in ihe way of holding 
extraneous woatier. Then make a 
Strong soap solution by boiling half a 
cake of any pure reliable soap in water 
enough to dissolve it. Add this, with 
one ames 3 onful of borax or four ta- 
blespoonfuls of liquid ammonia, to balf 
a tub of water just hot enough to bear 
the ad in it comfortably. Put the 
white\ and gray flannels in and cover, 
as the retained steam aids in soften- 
ing and removing grease. After a half 
hour's soaking wash out, drawing the 
fabric back and forth -through the 
hands, but on no account putting soap 
on the garment or rubbing it on the 
board. If very much soiled, wash in 
two suds, being extremely careful 
that the temperature of the water re- 
mains the same. If any spots are par- 
ticularly difficult about coming out, 
they can be laid on the board and rub- 
bed with a soft brush. Then ‘finse 
through two waters, still of the same 
temperature, being careful that all 
the suds are out. In washing baby

About the 4th of this month a com- 
plaint was laid before A. F. Wood,J.P., 
by one Sarah Jane McLeod, against 
Wm. Mumby, jr. of Bannockburn. 
‘The charge was a serious one, and a 
Warrant wes issued for hia arrest. He 
was brought before the Justice on Sat- 
urday, Sth. Several witnesses were 
subpoened and the examination lasted 
the whele afternoon. W. Cross ap- 
peared for the defence. After hearing 
the case the Magistrate decided to com- 
mit Mumby for trial at Belleville and a 
warrant of commitment was made out 
| and placed in the hands of High Con- 
stable Huff. While getting ready to 
| take his prisoner to Belleville, by a ruse 
on the part of Mumby he got Huff's at- 
j tention directed awey frora him and 
jmade a break for liberty. Constable 
Huff says the prisoner got a consider- 
able start as he rushed down the yard 
back of Moon's hotel but as he rau up 
| the street past Rollins’ mill he nearly 
| reached him and would have soon over- 
hauled him, but his wind gave out just 
as he was about placing his hands on 
him. Mumby threw off his coat and 
hat, both being picked up by other 
parties. On Monday morning word 
came that he was at Bannockburn but 
could not be found when Constable 
Huff visited the place. A bench war. 
rant has been issued,and the probability 
is he will not be out of custody long. 
The charge, as we said, was a sérious 
one~criminal assault, and the com- 
inp be being under the age of fifteen 
ays the prisoner, of charge proven, not 
only liable under the general act but 
under what is known as the Charlton 
act. Altogether so far as we can learn, 
the case is & very sad one, The girl 
was working at Robert Gordon's, Eldo- 
rado, and was induced to with 
Mumby to see her mother at Bannock- 
burn by a letter brought to her by 
Mumby, signed by her sister, statin 
that her mother was seriously ill aad 
wanted > > at once, and to come with 
Mumby. This reached her about 7 
p.m., and she got ready and started 
with him in a buggy, though it was 
— dark. Before leaying she showed 
the letter to Mrs. Gordon and expressed 
the opinion that it did not look like her 
sister's writing, Shortly after she left 
® party drofe in from. Bannockburn 
who had just come ffom the girl's 
mother’s and said the story of her sick- 
ness wasaltogether untrue, The family 
became alarmed and Mr. McClintock 
got into the buggy and,with the owner, 
started after wT and the girl. He 
had not gone towards Bannockburn. but 
turned east towards McCoy's Corners 
taking a road at upper Eldorado. The 
Mumby bugey was overtaken, Alter- 
cation took place, and finally the girl 
was taken back to Gordon's. The next 
morning the letter was found to be a 
forgery and the girl intimated the 
treatment shé had received after leaving 
the house the night before. She com- 
municated with her mother and the 
complaint was laid. If the girl’s testi- 
mony is to be relied on, it would show 
that this was the second assault he was 
guilty of toward her, the other dating 
as far back as August, and the reason 
given for not making it known was 
shame to have it become public. Mrs. 
Gordon said, in her testimony, thaf the 
ee expressed unwillingness to go with 
iim that eyening, but not knowing any 
reason for it, rather urged her -on ac- 
count of her mother’s illness. It is asad 
story, and if true~and we only say if 
because only one side has been heard— 
deserves the severest -punishment. 
Forgery, betrayal and criminal assault 
make up a serious charge. We did not 
refer to it last week for the reason that 
we did not wish by any words of ours 
to seem to prejudge the case, but the 
escape of the prisoner, his reputation— 
not of the most savory kind—and the 
unmistakeable fact of his forgery ot the 
letter and the taking the girl in an- 
other direction than indicated to her 
and her friends, are so patent of wrong 
intentions and crime that we do not 
hesitate to stamp the conduct as the 
blackest ras¢ality. 

Last week George Ellis was brought 
before Mr. Wood and fined a dollar and 
costs for abusive and profane language 
to James White of this village.

@ year for the administration of jus- 
tice. Of this the Supreme Court takes 
$66,000, the Surrogate judges and loca! 
masters $22,000, and the balance is for 
the genera! administration of criminal 
and civil justice. 

From the funds of the province over 
$400,000 is paid annually towards Pub- 
lie nnd Separate school education. The 
inspection of Public school costs $40,000 
® yoar, and of Separate schools $3,400 
& year. Thé examiners for depart- 
mental examinations make $18: a 
year altogether. 

The Normal and Model schools in 
Toronto cost the Government $25,000 
a year. The Normal school at Ottawa 
costs about $22,000°a year. The princi- 
pal of each schoo! draws $2.500 a year. 


The total cost to the Ontario Gov- 


ernment of High schools and Collegiate 


Institutes is $113,000 a year. There 
are two inspectors of High schools, who 
wet « salary of $2,500 each. 

The School of Practical Science costs 
the Government of Ontario $21,000 a 
year. The principal is paid $2,800 sal- 
ary. 

For the maintenance of public in- 
stitutions nearly $800,000 is required 
yearly.

ford costs $35,000, and the Mercer Re- 
forthatory $24,000 per year. 

There are 108 employes at the Asy- 
lum for the Insane, Toronto. Their sal- 
aries amount to over $30,000. Butcher's 
meat for the institution costs $14,000 


‘@ year. 


The medical superintendents of asy- 
lums draw $2,000 a year. First assist- 
ants get $1,100 a year, and second and 
third assistants $800 a year each. Of 
course they get their board and lodging 
as well. 

There are 720 patients in the Toronto 
Asylum, 990 in London, 575 in Kingston, 
980 in Hamilton, 590 in Mimico, 800 in 
Brockville, 585 idiots in Orillia. Total 
number of insane and idiots in Ontario 
4,740. 

There are usually about 400 persons 
in Central Prison. There are 37 officers, 
and employes, whose salaries reach $24,- 
000 a year, Warden Gilmour gets $2.- 
000 a year and his deputy $1,400. They 
also get household expenses. 

It requires $6,500 worth of meat, 
$5,000 worth of groceries, and $5,000 
worth of flour bread and meal to sup- 
ply the wants of the Central Prison. 

The Reformatory for Boys at Pene- 
tanguishene has $1 officers and 148 in- 
mates. The cost of running the estab- 
lishment is $32,000 a year. 

Belleville Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb has 51 officers and employes and 
278 pupils. Salaries amounting to $21,- 
000 yearly and other expenses run up 
a total cost of $43,000. 

There are 124 blind pupils under in- 
struction at Brantford. There are 47 
officers in the institution, and the total 
cost of maintaining it yearly is $34,- 


‘The Mercer Reformatory for Females 
is maintained at a yearly expense of 


$24,000. There are 24 officers and em- 

loyes, drawing salaries which total 
9.000 @ year. The superintendent 
gets $1,000 a year. 

For immigration agencies the On- 
tario Government. pays $8,500 a year. 
The agent at Liverpool draws $2,565 a 
ear, and the total expense of his office 
ie $4,625. 

To agriculture the Government de- 
votes nearly $200,000 a year. Of this 
district societies get varying ¢rants. 
The Agricultural Coll costs $26,000 
and the Experimental Farm $28,000 

The maintenance. and —_— of Gov- 
ernment and Departmental Buildings 
cost the province $80,000 this year. 


Government House uses $650 worth 
of city water every year, $1,350 worth 
of gas, worth of fuel, and re- 
quires $1,500 expended im repairs. 

It costs $27,000 a year to maintain 
the new Parliament Buildings in To- 
ronto. The fuel costs $8,000 a yearand 
lighting, $3,500. 

Repairs £ opublic buildings cost the 
province over $200,000 this year. Over 


950,000 was voted to carry on public 
works, and nearly §90.000 was expend- 
ed im making colonization roads. 


The expenditure on account ef Crown 
lands amounted to §116.000 for this 
ear. Forest ranging coat $31,000, and 
ire ranging §13,000. 

Election expenses for the year are 
eet down at $6000. Arbitration ®x- 
enses with Canada and Quebec netted 
16.000. Colonizatim pamphiets were 
issued at a cost of $4,000.

WHOLE FAMILIES LACKING FOOD, 
SHELTER, AND CLOTHING.

Vaiing there, writes # correspondent 
Labrador ie a vast, unexplored terri- 
tory, extending from the north shore 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence to the wa- 
ters of Hudson Bay, with a coast line 
of 1.000 miles fringed by innumerable 
harbors or intets in the bluff, moun- 
tainous shore, each harbor serving as 
® location for a Newfoundland fishing 
station or “room,” aa it ls cadled, La- 
brador is a dependency of Newfound- 
land, and ie used as a sort of enlarged 
fishing territory for the adventurous 
‘anders, who migrate \here every 
apring in their trim little schooners, 
taking along their families, household 
Goode, and sometimes their live stock, 
and reaping « harvest from the deep 
until the approach of winter forces them 
to return again to their homes witb 
their fare of codfish. Some 30,000 New- 
foundanders visit Labrador in this 
manner each year, but besides them 
there are 8,000 or 4,000 resident fisher 
men or “livyeres,” #o called because 
they remain there all the year ‘round 
They are usually very poor, and eke out 
& miserable existence. by fishing in sum 
mer, hunting in winter, and caring for 
the houses and fishery premises of the 
Newfoundiand planters during the per- 
iod these are away from the coast. 
Words fail to describe the condition of 
these “ivyeres.” They are probably 
THE MOST WRETCHED 

of any who speak the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue. Poverty is ever present with 
them, (sickness is almost uninterferred 
with by medicines or doctors; recigion 
ia almost unknown, except through the 
occasional visit of the itinerant mis- 
sionary ; education they have none, ub- 
-e83 in the most populous centres ; their 
food is the coarsest; their raiment is 
scanty, and the wretched hovels they 
dweil in offer little or no shelter from 
the winds. How they contrive to live 
through a winter of eight months, when 
they are shut off by the great ice bar- 
rier from the outside world, is a mys- 
tery; why they remain there after one 
such experience is only explicable by 
the fact that they are too poor to get 
away to more favorable regions. 

The coast it barren and forbidding, 
devoid almost of soil and producing lit- 
tle or nothing in the shape of garden 
atuff. The Newfoundiand Govern- 
ment runs a mail stramer along the 
coast during the fishing season, from 
June 15 to Oct. 15, and the Mission to 
Deep Sea Fishermen an Eng‘ish institu- 
tion under the patronage of Queen Vic- 
toria, has been working there in the 
past few years with a steam yacht car- 
rying acouple of doctors. and two 
smal hospitals established at central 
points. These and the fishing vesse!s 
are the only ones that ply the desolate 
region. To make a trip in the mak 
steamer is to be brought fact to face 
with the destitution of the istand. 
Ata place called Boulters Rock was, 
without exception, the worst human 
habitation I have ever met with. Im- 


agine an ancient and rotten plank hut, 
scarcely up to the standard of a decent 
cow pen, without door or windows. The 
resent equatter, finding the inside too 
-arge, had pulled down the ceiling, or 
part of it, and bad roughiy divided off 
one end; the inside held

and a wooden bunk or bed place. The 
occupants, man and wife, had been mar- 
ried two years, and he had spent the 
whole time here fishing. Alongside was 
ha.f a small hut, well grown with grasa 
and mows outside, which they were 
siowly building to accommodate their 
anticipated family. Clothes were at a 
minimum and food barely enough to 
revent immediate starvation. This 
ove. was perched on a barren rock over 
a rough harbor. At Stag Run anoth- 
er house was visited. It was little if 
any improvement on the above, except 
that it was somewhat larger. It con- 
sisted of one room with two bunks, a 
cracked stove in the centre, two wood~ 
en trunks containi the earthy pos 
sessions of the famiy, and an outside 
orch where the dogs sleep, These 
ogs were used in a the sledges 
with firewood and spoiis of the chase in 
winter. In this wretched place were a 
mother and seven children—the young- 
est four months old—and the father and 
— boy were away at another har- 
“ 
At a place called Long Harbor we 
very soon had crowded deck, for here 
the settlers were facing absolute star- 
vation. Two Newfoundland planters, 
homeward bound and anchored in the 
harbor, came abdard and asked what 
could be done for the people, as they 
knew them to be in the direst poverty. 
Already many families were existing on 
flour alone, having neither molasses nor 
tea. The missionateamer arrived whi'e 
we lay here, and the: superintendent, 
Dr. Grenfell, took charge of affairs. He 
made a grant of food, and provided the 
most needy ones with clothing. In re- 
turn they were to bring out of the 
woods of the interior during the win- 
ter and saw up for the steamer's use 
next year a certain amount. of lumber 
for fuel.

tery at Norwich, Conn., and with the 
aid of » corpe of skilled workmen con- 
structed « grave that was 4 master- 
piece, seemingly impregnable, of sepul- 
thral handiwork. Ite floor and lid 
were meamiess slabs of @etone, and its 
| massive side walle of cemented bricks. 
Tt meermed aa if it were capable of re- 
sisting « prolonged assault from the 
most detefmined vault robbers. Not 
long ago, however, tormented by a re- 
currence of her morbid dread of ghouls, 
Mrs. Johnson vigorously applied herself 
to the task of reconstructing the grave. 
Fearing leat her husband, a rich ranch 
owner and manufacturer, or her sons, 
wiht whom her relations are neither 
cordial nor confidential, might inter- 
fere with her purpome, she carried on 
the work stealthily, and they knew 
nothing about it until after it had been 
completed. 

One morning a little army of expert 
artisans, with pickaxes, spades, shovels, 
trowel, chisels, bars, hoes, and a large 
derrick, moved into Yantic Cemetery, 
and encamped on and about Mra. Mary 
T. Johnson's burial lot. 
intlarruptedLy 

. FOR SEVERAL WEEKS, 
and the curious neighbors about 
rustic cemetery peered daily from up- 
stairs chamber windows, through half- 
closed shutters, above the graveyard 
wall, at the busy workmen, and won- 
dered “what on airth Missis Mary 
Johnson was up to now.” They were 
acquainted with Mrs. Johnson through 
the medium of neighborhood gossip and 
local newspaper reporta of her varied, 
pictureque, and always entertaining 
appearances in the county courts. Fin- 
ally, ome day, the little army of toil- 
ers knocked off work, gathered their 
toola, unshipped their derrick’s crane, 
and with all their working parapher- 
nalia loaded in drays, marched away.

The recent discovery of an oak tree, 
two or three feet in diameter, 50 feet 
below the surface, while sinking a well 
with @ drill at the confluence of the On- 
eida and Seneca Rivers, is an important 
discovery. Lt indicates that the Oneida 
River was at one time the outlet of an 
immense volume of water, and opens up 
to our readers very interesting geolog- 
ical conjectures. 

The theory would seem to be plaus- 
ible that the Oneida River was once the 
outlet of the great chain of lakes. One 
8 reminded that Lake Ontario is 334 
feet lower than Lake Erfe. Three Riv- 
ers is 115 feet higher than Lake On- 
tario at Oswego. A great depression 
kas taken place, unquestionably in con- 
ditions immediately connected with 
Lake Ontario. It las apparently sub- 
sided several hundred feet, while the 
Oneida River has been ratsed up so that 
today it is 115 feat aligher than the 
surface of the waters of Lake Ontario. 

The waters from the great chain of 
lakes must have passed from Lake On- 
tario south through the valley where 
the Oswego River uow runs, a reversal 
of the present course of that river. At 
the confluence of the Oneida with the 
Oswego, this great volume of water 
made its way eastward through the On- 
tida River to the Mohawk and Hud- | 
son Rivera. The Mohawk Valiey shows |} 
plainly that it was a great water course i 
buried timber at Three Rivers proves 
conclusively that the water bed of the 
Oneida was at one period at least 50 
feet lewer than it now is, and perhaps 
100 to 150 feet lower.
